. The ‘channel between Isima and the 
eastern promontory of Sikok,-called on the 
Chart Kamoda-saki, is 3 miles in breadth. 
Extending right acrosg this channel there 
- appear, above water several detached groups 
of low rocks which do not cover at- high 


tide. Scattered amongst thesg, according 
to the description beeches armen who 
willingly. acted as Pilots, are sunken rocks, 
over-which not more than 24 feet can bo 
carriéd in any passage except the western~ 
most one, which they atate to be quite clear 
of danger aud a safe navigable chaunel.
